Bill Would Limit All Export of Pulpwood— Must be Manu- 
factured Before Leaving Country — Spector is Gov- 
ernment Leader, Glassco Leads Opposition — AH Stu- 
dents Will be Given Opportunity to Speak — Question 
Considered Most Vital— Hon. N. K. Hugesson Will be 
Speaker — Parliament Meets at 8.15 Sharp 



legislation to check the exporta- 
tion or pulpwood will bo introduced 
to-night when the Mock Parliament 
will assemble for the first time this 
year. 

The discussion will center around 
the bill to b e introduced by Jack 
Spector. prime minister and leader of 
T.iu Reform r-ar»y- The exact nature 
..f the legislation on the problem «Ù 
not known until last night when 'he 
bill was STivcn out for the first time. 
The bill is known as: "A Bill Entitled 
'The Pulpwood Embargo Bill". the 
purpose of which is to prohibit the 
exportation ot unmanufactured pulp- 
wood . 

"No Solder of timber or pulp license, 
or any person whatsoever." it reads," 
shall take, or ca r ry away for exporta- 
tion from the lar.ds of Canada. any 
trees, logs o r limber unless and un*,!' 
thé same have b-:er. manufactured 
either into paper, or paper pulp; or 
sawn lumber, o:- rrtier saleable pro- 
du< ts of timber, under a penaJty of 
not less than tw-ei ty dollars. (J20) lor 
e-.err tree' cut, to be recovered by 
suit i n the name of the Atto.ney- 
Generb' of Canada. " 

The dash between tiie various par- 
ties of the house to-night is expected 
to be equal if no; greater than any 
of the previous sessions held this 
term. The problem is of such a nat-ire 
as to -he of more tlwn mere conver- 
rational Interest. Affecting as it does 
t'jc entire question of Canada's re- 
sources and h w fat outsiders should 
be permitted to exploit them. It is un. 
derstood that tne greatest interest 
has been aroused in all quarters and 
thai the standard oratory will by far 
r coed that of any of prcviiue 
1 iocks". 

With all the pomp and ceremony, 
id sharp at S'.l.G, the '.louse will btT 
declared in session. The Hon. N. K. 
flugesson. veteran speaker of tb< 
house will as uuuaj occupy his place 
E.t one end of th« Union ball room, 
and immedia'.o'y the questions will 
begin from the .--nposition .

Liloycl 
from the "poUUcai world" of McGill 
is well-known .vcund college as one 
of the able debaters and orio of the 
most prominent fgtires at the parlli 
meats for the pasl few years. He was 
associated with the "Mock throughout 
his year* in Arts, and ever since liis 
entry into Law he has continued bis 
associations with it. Ilia rise thta year 
to the foremost -nnk his been a most 
phenomenal one. He took part in the 
debate with the Cambridge team and 
at t'ae last session a-ssumed the lea- 
dership of thece Reform party -which 
uniting with tho Rational party de- 
feated the Conservative party in the 
opposition . 

J. Grant Glasses, prime minister un 
til he was recently defeated on 'he 
waterways problem and now leadci 
of theopposltlon is aJso one of the 
forcmoet men In "he parliament. He 
participated in t'.ie Oambridre d « 
bate, and reprewtntecl McGill at Dal 
housie 1-ust weok wîi-erc the team lo3t 
out by a very cl«e margin. In the 
parlla.mont. GlasLoo has led one of 
thç stronçost -.p-utics. in the house, 'ind 
it is this fact tha-, maJtos the issue to- 
night a most doubtful one. What ex- 
actly will be the outcome when the di- 
vision will he taken no one at this 
stage can ventur e to prophesy.

MANY FIELDS 
OF SCIENCE 
DISCUSSED 

Lectures Given by School for 
Social Workers 

DOCTOR~ CABOT 

Scientific Prediction was the 
Subject at R.V.C. 
Yesterday 

"Knowledge- and prediction hover 
create and reform, they must, be mar- 
ried t,. the unpredictable spirit which 
blowcth where It Uateth." In these 
words Dr. Richard Cabot expressed 
the keynote of his most remarkable 
address. before an exceptionally 
large audience in the It. V. C. Con- 
vocation Hall yesterday afternoon. 

Dr. Dawson of the Department of 
Social Science at McGill. a few pre- 
liminary remarks and outlined the 
purpose °f the foii-h coming sorles of 
lectures. 

Dean McKay, acting as chairman 
then Introduced the speaker, and 
announced the subject of the lecture 
•The Possibilities and Limits of Sci- 
entific Prevision in Human Affairs. 
Dr. Cabot sub divldod his address 
into four parts. The first question 
dealt with was "What is Science?" 
. The speaker said that he was one 
If those unfortunate persons who had 
been brought up to believe that Sci- 
ence meant a statement of a rigid 
law. He showed how false thi s Idea 
is by flvinsr on example of a sci- 
entist's attitade towards a certain 
disease. A man of science never says 
a descuse is incurable rather he soys 
that up to the present such à doscase 
ha s never boen cured. The attitude 
of the sclenlist to-day Is very 
hutrjble scionco does not know why 
things are so, it deals with Ihe way 
in which things happen, and tell? 
what It has found out by investiga- 
tion. Science gives an illustration or 
what actually is and on tho basis of 
that predicts what may be expected.. 

The second question of Dr. Cabot's 
addres s wa 3 "What is the Importance 
of Prediction in Human Affairs." 

The speaker showed clearly that 
the pla.ee of prediction in human af- 
fairs is the place of science. Al- 
though science is almost all predic- 
tion, yet prediction is far from al- 
ways being scientific. f 

The more hnmhle type of science 
to-day speaks of sequence rather 
than of laws. It observes that cer- 
tain. |l»appenings> aVmost Inrnji'laliliy 
follow others and from Unit fact II 
draws ils conclusions. The huge 
body of prediction of the habits and 

■havlor of the earth was vastly en- 
larged by the Invention of Instruments 
for measuring, but man adapted him- 
self to the ha 1)11 h of the earth long 
before such instruments as the steth- 
oscope and telescope were invented. 

A person predicts all the changes 
in his life a"d so ndnpts his behav- 
ior, we are never alarmed at the 
strange actions sometlmeH exhibited 
by adolescents for we can predict 
that they will puss safely through 
this stage. Dr. Cabot showed that it 
Is by way of prediction that such 
achievement:* as the building of lh» 
Panama Canal or an Artie ex- 
pedition can he brought alio til . Pre- 
diction |h a large factor In the prac- 
tice of medicine Diagnosis made ho. 
fore death must he compared with 
the conditions observed In the dead 
hod y . 

Dr. Caleoi spoke of the great hopes 
that had been entertained for the 
success of eugenics In predicting the 
course of human affairs. flu I he 
wild that those most confident of the 
success of eugenics arc those who 
know least about, It. AiiLhorltloii do 
not like 10 say anything definite 
about heredity. We know less about 
this l hat. we thought we did thir- 
ty yearn ago. This applies to beliefs 
concerning Insanity. ,\'u one knows 
Iri-day of any type of Insanity which 
we can say Is Inherited. An export 
said Dr. Cabot, will almost, never 
give a clear slaloment that any form 
of insanity Is Inherited. Approxi- 
mately f ! f t > per uuut of foobln mliitl- 
e.diioss is itot Inherited. Cancer is 
not hereditary In man. Life Insur-

On Thursday evening at elght-flf- 
tecn. the Commercial Society will bo 
addressed by Mr. I [|f«|i Mlalr Mac 
konzie, pant president of Ihe Mon- 
treal Hoard or Trade, and general 
manager of the lloyal Trust Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Mackenzie was born In ISfiT 
at Bnintfurd, Ontario, ihe son of the 
l«te A r en. Archdeacon 0. e. Macken- 
zie, D. C.L.. and received his educa- 
tion at tho public school, Kincardine, 
Ont., Collégiale Institute. Itrantford 
and Trinity College School, Port 
Hope, Ontario Ills banking career 
began with Ihe Canadian Hank or 
Commerce, which ho left to join the 
staff of tlie Bank or British North 
Amerlcn, and later, the Bank of .Mon- 
treal. Since then he has occupied 
many poaltlons of responsibility 
throughout tho Dominion. 

In ISIS, Mr. Mackenzie was ap- 
pointed assistant general manager 
of the Bank of Montreal, and It waa 
while acting In this capacity that he 
practically onglne.ered th c amalga- 
mation of the Merchants' Bank with 
the latter institution. 

Mr. Mackenzie became general 
manager of the Montreal Trust Com- 
pany In 1920, a memherjof thc Coun- 
cil of the Montreal Bojird of Trade 
in 1»21; treasurer in 1022 : first 
vice-president In 1923 and President 
In 1*2«. J, 

The subject under consideration 
will he "Some Practical Phases of 
Banking as We Moot Them": it is 
one which Mr. Mackenzie is- emin- 
ently qualified to dlaciiM.

PROF. WILLIAMS 

Joint Meeting of McGill and 
R.V.C. History Clubs 

Two widely different subjects were 
discussed at the joint meeting of the 
It. V. C. and McOlli Historical Clubs, 
hut the two speakers held the atten- 
tion of the listeners to an equal degree 
and handled their material In a very 
callable way. 

The first bpeakor of the evening L. 
IT. Smith who gave an illustrated talk 
on tho life and work of Cecil Rhodes 
lie began by raying that Cecil Ithodis 
was pcrliapg one of the most criticiz- 
ed men of ' the century, but the fact 
that he ■was one of th c world's great- 
est men would be rotidlly admitted by 
anyone who had made ;,. study of hla 
life. "Uo aimed n.gh and consequent- 
ly failed in much that he attempted, 
■but his dominating personality stir 
reigns over South Africa, one, could 
not ignore him any more than a. flash 
of lightning on n murky summer 
night." 

Rhodes became c factor in the des- 
tny of the diamond uiine 3 in Klmbcr- 
Icy. In 1S73 Cecil R'.iodes' health was 
Improving and h'n decided to go to Ox- 
ford, by spending six months in. Afri- 
ca- and one hundied and forty days 
on the ocean, cacl- yccar. he obtained 
his degree in eigliL years. 

Rhodes ruing Idea ot British ex- 
pansion probably cam 0 to him when 
he first saw t'.ie diamond fields at 
Kimbeiiey. Mo w»s h. man of dreams, 
combined with action. Uiero was a 
very practical sid' e to his nature .ind 
he realized that South Africa must tc 
united before i' cru id become great. 

At the bnglr.ning of the rush there 
had been a 'aw against one man own- 
ing more than one diamond mine. 
This law «as later repealed and Rhodes 
began to dinars his wtuilh. BJ's Idea 
was to reduce the supply of diamonds 
In order to keep the price up. an amal- 
gamation of a.l; the small companies 
was necessary in order to accomplish 

tills 

AJioul this time Rhodes was elect- 
ed to the now |K!iitlcal district of 
Barclay West, ar.d come into contact 
with Kruger. Rh dos wanted a rail- 
way from Tranvvnni to Cape. Kru- 
ger would not Ciink of this but Ids 
hand was beinjï forced by the dis- 
covery of rich diamond mines neat 
Johannesburg. 

Ringer's was a policy of retro- 
gression as opposed to Rhodes' policy 
of e'x|i:<iislon. ibll! here as in other 
tlilllga the I'hlgtishman triumphed. In 
l S s 1< lb e Brltlnh Sou Va Africa. Company 
was fort'iMl. I| charter gave them great 
powers over tlie southern territory 
and set no corp. nu limits. In !S!I0 
Rhodes was made Prime Minister of 
lbe t'ape and Rhodesia was formed 
soon after .

Another nnportant decision will 
have to be made in regard to the 
priposcd "Scarlet Key Society.'' 

The obj:ct of Hhis Society will be 
to fUtiiiffiy entertain visiting teams 
and representatives from sister Uni- 
versities. Societies ot Ihu kind have 
bc»n already esta bashed m several 
Universities, and a. copy of the con 
stltution of th; "Green Kay" at 
Dartmouth has been secured by 
m-rnbers of the iocal Council . 

A committee was formed to draw 
up a constitution ror th • "Scarlet 
Kel" composed of Puddicombc. Man- 
son and Gordon, and some report is 
expected from this committee at the 
im|ejm.bers to'-daJy.

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CRITICISM 




"it is much easier to be critical than correct." This quota- 
tion characterizes the attitude of many dilettanti, of many college 
students and the group of "brilliant young critics." It représente 
the stand of a great number of superficially clever writers. It is 
the viewpoint of that class in society whose one ambition is to 
lead a; fashion, to follow a fad, to keep up with a smart or rather 
flippant set in art, literature and life. The spirit of destructive 
criticism is a growing tendency. 

Criticism has always exisled. When honest and constructive 
it is a good and a necessary thing. Perspective in analysis and op- 
inion, however, differs. Criticism is bad when it is not intelligent, 
representing as it does sluggish, inept judgment. 

It is really no crime against truth or beauiy to write bad 
poetry or fiction The mediocre writers usually devoted to 
truth and beauty as' sincerely as the critic. Their writing may not 
! be "the precious life blood of the master spirit", but it at least 
is life blood of a lowly spirit. We do not argue for the abolition 
of criticism nor a false toleration of bad writing. We would ad- 
vocate sincere and thoughtful judgment which will help to pro- 
duce sincerity in creative art. 

A great deal of criticism is motivated by jealousy and envy. 
The critic takes up his profession in many cases because he was 
denied the opportunity to do creative work himself, and only 
when he recognizes something akin to what he. would like to do 
generous to the artist. Critical motives "have their origin in 
enunciation is not criticism. Vituperation and sneering are 
habits. A good deal of the supposedly brilliant criticism 
produced by the young may be placed in the category of bad 
manners. 

The aim of criticism should be to distinguish what is essen- 
tial in the work of a writer. We ask the critic to find out some- 
thing that wc could not have found out for ourselves. Criticism 
is just the faculty of choosing. Too often without consideration 
a writer condemns what he does not understand. 

The critic has no right to assume that a work which to him 
seems incomprehensible, is anything worse than a failure on the 
part of the author. It is moreover, honorable to fail in such an at- 
tempt and rather than assume that the author has been lazy it is 
the business of the reviewer to discuss why he failed. It is merely 
earier for the critic to believe the worst, and most often he him- 
self is the lazy one. 

If a book makes a critic angry that is something definite, 
but if it bores him, why tell us so? It is for him, to become ex- 
cited over something others are too dull to see'' for themselves. 
The only good reason for a review is a .genuine desire to say 
something about the work. Synthesis and constructive criticism 
arc more valuable than analysis and destructive opinion. The 
critic must remember that he always deals with equals and that 
he is under every obligation of society to treat them with the ut- 
most respect. If that is the case criticism will never open to per- 
sonal gossip. Honest opinion of the most disagreeable sort should 
be consistent with the highest degree of courtesy, and if such is 
the case ill-mannered criticism .will be most unlikely. 
"A perfect judge will read each work of wit 
With the same spirit that its author writ". 
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CONDENSED COMMENT 
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Outstanding among several proposed changes in the con- 
stitution of the Students" Society that are to be mooted at thii 
'afternoon's meeting is that concerning the- introduction to McGill 
of a Lord Rectorship. This question has already -been discussed 
in these columns at some length. It has been shown that while 
there can be very little, if any, valid objection to this excellent 
proposal, there is everything to be gained by the inception of the 
plan.

SCIENCE DISCUSSED

aîïeé Companies will insure a man 
whose parents have died of cancer 
and they certainly arc not out to 
lose money. Dr. Cabot said that -In 
all this prediction lies the gTeat hope 
of the future. 

Another important type of predic- 
tion is found in the field of econom- 
ics. It is now s o long since the death 
of thc'economlc man" that it is real- 
ly a shame to laugh at him. On the 
other bund Gresham's law docs give 
us a basis for prediction. Dr. Cabot 
said th.at.the_ most, erudite .econom- 
ists are now the least willing to say 
what might happen under the in- 
fluence of economic causes. 

As regards intelligence tests Dr. 
Cabot said that these cause harm 
only in the hands of amateurs. Cer- 
tain types of "byper.sFxuaT or crimln 
al human beings should be shut up 
♦or life but not on the basis of _the 
intelligence' test clone. On in- 
telligence test shows that a person 
can be counted, upon to keep up with 
certain grade, they measure only 
one field, namely the scholastic one. 

The' speaker s.a!d that In his opin- 
ion science had done little work 
In occupational a"d vocational tests, 
They are much like telling a person 
whom he ought to marry. Dr. Cabot 
had himself been the subject of sev- 
eral of those tests. At the age of 
six years he had been told he could 
never play the violin, to-day he docs 
so in such a way as to furnish much 
enjoyment lor himself and hi H friends 
■.l.-.o when he wa» twenty one year? 
old some one tuiil bun never io study 
medicine. To-day be is a noted 
physician in the Cited States. 

The third topic of the address was 
•The Limits of Prediction." Dr. Cab- 
ot said that he found limits in two 
more objects, first, in the mulllpli- 
cit>v-o£> -ulaments brought-, -under the 
range of prediction, as for example 
in i he field of economics. The second 
limit was the factor of the unpredict- 
able in human affairs. Science has 
no concern with the unpredictable. 
The final side of the question to be 
considered was. how these two sides, 
the predictable and the unpredictable 
arc related to each other. Hero >'>v. 
Cab»t gave a very human example m 
the case of a • rda'n - who t»- happily 
married. ';! He will . not want to be 
able to predict everything his wile 
will eay, but neither due. he wain, to 
be always in a state of wonder as to 
What she will Co next. 

•Why do we not want all things 
predictable?" asked Dr. Cabot. The 
answer is that if things were so wc 
would have no progress nor reform. 

In summlhg" up' his;".!^':^'^ 1 '- Cab- 
ot said. "Both, of these things are 
necessary, each to eaoh, a musician 
must be able to depend on natural 
conditions. Wc need habit but wo 
also need novelty. We need to reform 
create and discover, but wc also nee'l 
facts. Scientific prediction makes no 
discoveries, technique Is always the 
way to begin and never the place to 
stop. We ii\usL practice creative lis- 
tening, destructive listeners make us 
wonder if we ever had tiny bruins!" 

At the closo of Dr. Cabot's ad- 
dress, Dr. Geddcs moved a vote of 
thanks on behalf of the University.

•Ird to discuss the subject of "Pro- 
ficiency Budges, their objective «ni 
methods" and all who have even a 
niengit! acquaintance Ryltlt acoul- 
ing know how Important this sub. 
jeet Is to i he whole or the scouting 
programme. The subject ••ftl| be in. 
troduced by 13. T Buchanan who 
will bring to the Club his experi- 
ence of the matter Trout n United 
States viewpoint. T.ho final meeting 
of the year and the Annual meeting 
of the Club will be held un March 
lllsf in order that it may be clear of 
examinations. 

The subject for the evening was 
"Standing ami Tramping Camps" 
Mr. A. S. Allen spoke of Standing 
camps and said that slnc 0 the sum- 
mer camp was In a way the culmina. 
Hon of the years training It needed 
careful plhnning. The Patrol Cump, 
made more for proficiency as it 
necessitated an all-round experience 
for every -scout and made possible 
a more specialized training. It was 
specially valuable for weekend camp- 
ing since it was more adaptable and 
equipment could be more easily 
trans-ported. The Troop camp was 
the most usual for the regular sum- 
mer camp. The speaker stressed 
the desirability of holding such a 
camp in as remote a place as con- 
veniently possible since It leaches 
ingenuity, gives 'new isurroundlngs. 
and makes a greater break from the 
old environment. 

The Combined Troop Camp in 
which several troops joined made 
possible an interchange of ideas and 
the making of friendships hut there 
was- a danger from the too much ri- 
valry and "organb.aiion and it did not 
lend itself to the pioneering spirit. 
Mr. Allen closed his remarks by 
saying that his experience pointed to 
the troop camp as being the most 
valuable and feasible especially if 
witih it could be combined the send- 
ing of representatives 6t combined 
or other camps or interchange of 
ideas. 

H. A. Aikman followed, viewing 
the subject from the standpoint of 
Moving, camps. He pointed out that 
this form of camp was restricted to 
the older scouts and depended upon 
the nature of tho country available. 
Its advantage over the standing camps 
was that it kept the boys busy and 
provided Its own 'programme. At the 
same time it gave a freedom uf life 
impossible under the more stntlon- 
tfty conditions. 

During the subsequent discussion, 
Mr. Matthams gave an account of a 
camp in England where each patrol 
éhad H» own camp about hair a mile 
from the central point. He. said that 
this was 10 successful Hint the lime 
was extended far beyond the original 
limit. Tb e gondii: conscsus of 'iul- 
nlon was that the standing camp 
should be for tho young and Incxperl- 
envc-d kcoihs but that Iho type 
of camp should grow In mobility n 8 
the scouts increased in age and 
knowledge of campcraft.
